T H E WRE.STLK. 
I ’he trial between Kean and Booth, upon the Drury 


Lane Boards, is thus graphically described in the life of 


the former actor lately published ;— 


“ Many of our readers will probably recollect Mr 
Booth. 
That bis manner was an ingenious imUation of 
that of Kean, there can be no doubt. His person being 
about the same sisse, and his voice adapting itself to tlie 
same tones, it is not very wonderful that when the two 
actors were apart from each other, there were found 
persons simple enough to mistake the trick and fashion 
for the spirit of acting, and to confound the two play­ 
ers as equals. 
This did not last long ; for the quality 
of Booth’s acting was suddenly 
and unexpectedly 
brought to a lest, and the error rectified. 
Mr Booth, 
who originally was a member of the Covent Garden 
company, entered into a treaty with the managers of 
Drury Lane, and agreed to appear with Kean in Othel­ 
lo. 
The approach and 
expected collision between 
these two theatrical planets excited vast cariosity, which, 
however, was speedily allajed by the decided and to­ 
tal extinction of the lesser light. 
The house was filled 
to the ceiling. 
The actors at the side-scenes partook of 
the general excitement, and awaited the issue in doubt 
and irembling, 
Kean (who played Othello) seemed to 
have braced his energies up to a high point. 
He was 
completely self-possessed : there was a greater firmness 
than usual, in his tread and general deportment *, and 
the tones of ins voice were (beyonf their woni) clear, 
rapid, and decisive ; like those of a man conscious o f 
his strength, and resolved to scatter aside, by a single 
blow, the vexations which an inferior antagonist had 
thrown in the way of his march of triumph. 
Booth, 
at first, seemed to shrink from the combat. 
H e event­ 
ually, however, overcame his fear, and went through 
the part of lago manfully. 
But Kean !— no sooner did 
the interest of the story begin, and the passion of the 
part justify bis fervour, than he seemed to expan d from 
the small quick resolute figure which had previously 
been moving about the stage, and to assume the vigour 
and dimensions of a giant. 
He glared down upon the 
now diminutive lago ; he seized him and tossed him 
aside, with frightiut and irresistible vehemence.

then we had seen Othello and lago, as it were, togeth­ 
er : now the Moor seemed to occupy the stage, alone.
